In fact, 
he never received a weight concession in 16 starts at 3, but 
that year he won $236,700. 


Olympia not only had great speed, but his record shows he 
held his own with the best at distances of 1% and 1% miles, 
often giving away weight. 


Olympia turned in some sterling performances in addition 
to the winning races in the above list. In Jersey Stakes, he 
pushed Palestinian to a new track record, 1% miles in 2:01% 
(breaking the mark of 2:03 set the year before by Citation).

New YorK 

Kenneth Church, last seen scooting 
about various race tracks on Tom Gray’s 
Oil Capitol, appeared at Jamaica on the 
closing day of the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club’s meeting astride a 2-year-old named 
Repetoire. You’d think The Jockey Club, 
which brings up questions of taste and 
propriety in the naming of horses, would 
also bring up the question of spelling. but 
apparently it doesn’t. A few years ago it 
let Inseperable go through, and then made 
quite a to-do over changing it to Insep- 
arable. 

There is a rule against changing the 
name of a horse after it has started, but it 
seems that this could be interpreted, as it 
was in the case of Inseparable, not to pro- 
hibit the correction of a spelling error. 
There’s no use looking any more ignorant 
than we are. It’s quite likely that this mis- 
take was originally typographical, and it 
oughtn’t to be let ride. 

Repetoire, at any rate, won rather eas- 
ily. Church, who was having his first ride 
in New York, said “he liked it very much,” 
and remarked he was lucky to escape in- 
terference. After the first quarter-mile 
the only interference he could have had 
was from some of the spectators, since he 
had got clear of his horses. 

The interesting thing about Repetoire is 
not that he belongs to Mrs. N. A. Mikell, 
but that he doesn’t belong to Bernard 
Baruch. Mr. Baruch, if you have a long 
memory, owned and raced *Happy Argo, 
under the name of the Kershaw Stable, 
and won the Fall Highweight, Carter, and 
other stakes with him. There was only one 
yearling by *Happy Argo in the sales last 
year, and Mr. Baruch went in with a friend 
and tried to buy him. They had agreed to 
go to $3,000, but Henry Bowyer, who was 
then training for Mrs. Mikell, went to $4,- 
000 and got the colt now named Repetoire. 


FINISH. There was an unusual number 
of close finishes at Jamaica last week, and 
horseplayers grumbled a bit. The one 


which attracted the most attention was in 
the third race on October 20, when Hob- 
caw Barony was given the decision over 


Myrmidon. This observer, sitting some 20 
feet up the track frem the finish, would 
have sworn that Myrmidon got it by a 
head, and so would people who were sit- 
ting a bit down the track from the finish. 
The angle at Jamaica is fiendish, since the 
track doesn’t run straight past the stands 
but angles in toward it, and it isn’t unus- 
ual to misjudge a close finish. But it’s 
unusual to misjudge it from both sides of 
the wire. And Myrmidon looked, from 
both angles, like the winner by a fairly 
large margin. The photo of the finish 
showed Hobcaw Barony by something 
less than two inches. 

It has been proved, of course, that the 
camera is quicker than the eye, and there 
is no real contention here that there is 
anything wrong with this one. But it has 
been so far at variance with the impres- 
sions of fairly seasoned observers that 
maybe it ought to be checked. 

The Hobcaw Barony—Myrmidon finish, 
however, diverted some “smart” money 
back into sucker channels, a process al- 
ways pleasant to watch. If there is not 
moisture behind your ears, you must know 
that the citizens who offer to bet you on 
photo finishes have received a signal from 
a confederate who stands exactly on the 
line and signals the result. These worthies 
pick up a considerable amount from play- 
ers who have a horse in a close finish and 
are willing to “save”—that is, to bet the 
amount of their original wager that they 
have lost, thus assuring themselves of at 
least an even break on the race. Well, the 
outpost which watched this finish signaled 
Myrmidon so emphatically that the broth- 
erhood was offering 4 to 1 he’d won it, and 
of course they lost their money. That 
made it worth while, anyway. 


RIDER. Eddie Arcaro made most of the 
news during the first three days of the 
Empire City meeting with a couple of 
quadruples. He skipped Friday, but he 
had won with his last three mounts on 
Thursday, and he won with the first three 
on Saturday, making a string of six con- 
secutive winners. Then he fell off on Boot 
All in the Demoiselle after the crowd of 
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27,137 had had the surprisingly bad judg- 
ment to make the filly a slight favorite. 

This isn’t exactly second-guessing, for I 
was no closer to the winner than most of 
the customers, but to make the winner of 
one maiden race favorite over a proved 
stakes horse like Atalanta is explicable 
only in persons who have seen an angel in 
a dream. Atalanta, incidentally, seemed 
bothered by the distance. She ran well 
enough for six furlongs and then got tired. 

The records are not so kept that it could 
be determined, without more digging than 
I care to do, whether Arcaro had ever done 
this before. The list of “Remarkable Rid- 
ing Feats” in the American Racing Man- 
ual credits Arcaro with 11 previous quad- 
ruples, but it omits what seems to have 
been his best day. 

That was on April 19, 1947, when Mas- 
ter Edward, after finishing last in the first 
race and next to last in the second, came 
down with the remaining five winners— 
there were only seven races then—includ- 
ing Phalanx and I Will in the two divisions 
of the Wood Memorial. The last of this 
series was interesting to watch, because it 
was one of the few times I have seen Eddie 
get a bit excited. He was on a C. V. Whit- 
ney colt named Bright Sword, which prob- 
ably remembers the day, too. 

Bright Sword took the lead near the top 
of Jamaica’s short stretch and if left to 
himself would have won the race by maybe 
two lengths. He wasn’t left to himself. 
Arcaro saw that fifth victory a little too 
clearly, and he never let up. Bright Sword 
won by six lengths, in as hard and driving 
a finish as if there had been a horse at 
his throat. “I was playing that one safe,” 
Arcaro said afterward. 
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between the temperament of a broodmare 


Is there a significant relationship 


and the performance of her offspring? 


by Betsy Worth Estes, Ph.D. 


INTRODUCTION. In the spring of 
1947, a Kentucky Thoroughbred breeder 
was in France to negotiate the purchase 
of several stallions. He was being shown 
notable horses at Jardy, one of the farms 
of M. Marcel Boussac, France’s most suc- 
cessful breeder. One after another equine 
hero was led out, but the foremost of them 
all, Tourbillon, did not appear. Finally 
the Kentuckian asked to see him. 

When Tourbillon was led out, the visit- 
or realized why the grooms had delayed 
exhibiting the great stallion: Two men 
brought him into the courtyard, holding 
him on either side by lead shanks which 
enable them to maintain safe and respect- 
ful distances. One groom alone would 
not have been able successfully to remind 
Tourbillon that man is the master. 

Scattered through the whole history of 
the Thoroughbred breed are reports of 
these high-spirited horses which rebel 
against regimentation and give men to 
understand that they can go so far and 
no farther. 

Frequently the high-spirited horse is a 
great runner. He is said to have tre- 
mendous will to win, as well as the phy- 
sical capacity to win. Thus some persons

think that there is a close relationship 
between the ability to win races and a 
high-strung disposition. Whether there 
actually is a valid relationship or whether 
men are more prone to retain the memory 
of these temperamental winners remains 
to be demonstrated. 


Certainly between breeds of horses 
there appears to be a relationship between 
speed and temperament. The Thorough- 
bred is known as a hot-blooded breed, as 
differentiated from the cold-bloods. The 
term hot-blood refers, of course, to the 
amount of nervous tension. It is also the 
Thoroughbred which can outdistance the 
cold-bloods in racing ability. In the 
Thoroughbred breeding industry, it has 
been conjectured frequently that, just as 
there seems to be an inter-breed relation- 
ship between temperament and speed, so 
is there an intra-breed relationship be- 
tween temperament and speed—that is, 
within the Thoroughbred breed, tempera- 
ment and speed are directly related. 


It is a fairly common observation among 
experienced handlers and breeders of 
Thoroughbred horses that “nervous 
mares,” in general, are better broodmares. 
That is, they are more likely to produce 
high-class offspring than their more 
phlegmatic pasture mates. The accuracy 
of this opinion has never before been in- 
vestigated. 

Therefore, this study is an attempt to 
investigate the problems of (1) whether 
the offspring of “high-spirited” dams race 
better than the offspring of “phlegmatic”

dams, and (2) whether there is a closer 
relationship in racing class between 
“high-spirited” dams and their offspring 
than between “phlegmatic” dams and 
their offspring. 

If there is found a closer relationship 
in racing ability between one group of 
dams and their offspring than between 
the second group and their offspring, 
there will be suggestive evidence, at least, 
that temperament and racing class—i. e., 
speed or performance—are associated in 
the Thoroughbred breed of horse. 

The Thoroughbred breeding industry, 
of course, like all farm production, is 
based on probabilities that offspring in- 
herit characteristics of performance from 
their progenitors. There have been, how- 
ever, only a few studies which investigated 
these probabilities through scientific pro- 
cedures. 


There are really three problems here: 
(1) The inheritance of performance from 
dam to offspring; (2) the inheritance of 
temperament from dam to offspring: (3) 
the relationships between performances 
and temperament. The literature on these 
problems will be surveyed, but the major 
problem for this study is to determine 
whether temperamental differences in the 
dams lead to differences in racing per- 
formance in the offspring. 


PERFORMANCE. The most compre- 
hensive study of inheritance of perform- 
ance in Thoroughbred horses was that 
done by H. H. Laughlin (Racing Capacity 
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in the Thoroughbred Horse, Washington, 
D. C., Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
1934). 

Dr. Laughlin analyzed ten thousand 
records of horses, using as the factors 
for measurement of racing capacity 
(1) age, (2) weight carried, (3) dis- 
tance, and (4) sex. Laughlin states: 
“Racing capacity in the Thoroughbred 
horse is a definite and measurable func- 
tional entity (1934, 26).” The results of 
his study indicate that racing perform- 
ance is inherited, and that racing per- 
formance of offspring can be predicted 
from performance of sire and dam. 


J. A. Estes (THE BLoop-Horse, XXXIX, 
1943, 483-485) analyzed a study by J. B. 
Robertson of dams of winners of English 
classic races. He found that 35.5 per 
cent of the whole breed never raced, and 
this group produced 14.6 per cent of the 
classic winners. At the other extreme 
were the .4 per cent of the breed which 
were high-class race mares and produced 
11 per cent of the classic winners. This 
4 per cent of the breed, then, produced 
nearly 30 times their proportion of clas- 
sic winners. 


Thus the available evidence combines 
to show that while there is not a 1]-to-l 
relationship between the performance of 
dams and the performance of offspring, 
the probabilities are greater that good 
dams produce good offspring and that 
poor dams produce poor offspring. 


TEMPERAMENT. Temperament in 
animals has been assumed to be a native 
factor, an inborn characteristic. In view 
of the general assumption that tempera- 
ment in animals is inherited, it is rather 
amazing that so few studies have been 
done to verify or disprove the validity of 


this assumption. The major experimental 
animals used in the studies that do exist 
have been rats, but clear-cut results have 
not been achieved and it has not been 
definitely demonstrated that temperament 
is inherited. 


TEMPERAMENT, PERFORMANCE. 
Studies of relationships between tempera- 
ment and performance have been made 
with rats and dogs. More interesting and 
probably more enlightening at present are 
the observations made over hundreds of 
years that the Thoroughbred horse differs 
from the non-Thoroughbred or cold-blood 
in two main characteristics. These are 
temperament, and performance or speed. 


BETWEEN BREEDS. In her excellent 
Thoroughbred Racing Stock and Its An- 
cestors, Lady Wentworth, a foremost Eng- 
lish authority, states: “Speed is the at- 
tribute of the hot-blooded horse of the 
East” (page 340) while the cold-bloods 
never have had speed. The Eastern 
horses—the Arab, the Barb, and the Turk 
—were crossed with native English 
mares to produce the Thoroughbred. The 
Thoroughbred, it should be noted, has 
greater speed than the Arabians and in 
the past two centuries its capacity for 
speed has increased. The Thoroughbred, 
by authoritative repute, is also more tem- 
peramental than its Eastern forebears. 

The Thoroughbred has been used to 
form or improve almost every type of 
light horse. 

In playing polo it is possible to use just 
cold-blooded ponies, but to achieve the 
speed, the fineness, the excellence, and 
the responsiveness exhibited by the Mea- 
dowbrook Polo Club or the team from the 
Argentine, a strong infusion of Thorough- 


bred blood is needed and used. 
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The trotter, the saddle horse, and the 

Hackney have all been formed through 
using the Thoroughbred. 


Messenger, the “founding father” of the 
trotting horse family, was a Thorough- 
bred. Mr. John Hervey, in his definitive 
history of the development of the Trotter, 
describes Messenger as being of a very 
fiery disposition and very dominating. 
“That he transmitted ill-temper in many 
instances seems to be the fact—or, at 
least, what is more politely termed a high- 
strung organization . . . (He) exhibited 
every characteristic of the high-mettled 
racer” (Hervey, The American Trotter, 
1947, 37). 


This fiery temperament was carried on 
and reached a peak in Abdullah, by Mam- 
brino, a son of Messenger. Mr. Hervey 
describes his ferocious temper and states: 
“The stallions of the Messenger line, in- 
cluding the immediate male ancestors of 
that illustrious progenitor, were none of 
them celebrated for their docility, but 
Abdullah seems to have been the fiercest 
of them all” (p. 52). Abdullah bad a 
tremendous effect on the trotting-horse 
breed, siring more winners than any other 
horse of his generation, as well as getting 
Hambletonian, the greatest sire of trot- 
ters. Although Hambletonian is described 
as being even-tempered, a highly nervous 
organization is characteristic of the rest 
of Abdullah’s descendants, which, Mr. 
Hervey says, is “one of the factors in the 
remarkable gameness and endurance that 
ran in his blood” (p. 96). 

The question may fairly be raised as 
to why the Thoroughbred has been used 
so extensively to form or improve the 
light-horse breeds. The outstanding char- 
acteristic of the Thoroughbred is that of

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racing ability. But when the Army, for 
instance, engaged through the Remount 
Service on a large-scale improvement of 
farm horses through infusion with Thor- 
oughbred blood, there was no desire to 
make the cold-bloods run faster. What 
resulted, and it was planned that way, 
was that the work horse with Thorough- 
bred blood did his job better, he tried 
harder, he had more spirit and more wil- 
lingness. A bulletin (Notes on Horse 
Breeding, U. S. Remount Association, 
1938, page 6) states: “Disposition is an 
all-important factor in producing horses 
for all purposes.” 


Furthermore, when Thoroughbreds were 
crossed with cold-bloods, better riding 
horses were created; they responded to 
the commands of their masters with greater 
zeal, and greater sensitivity of disposition 
was achieved. 

Thus it has been conjectured that the 
contribution of the Thoroughbred to the 
light-horse breeds is that of temperament, 
of hot blood, a highstrung disposition. 


WITHIN THE BREED. Although 
Thoroughbreds are more hot-blooded than 
other breeds, there appear to be differ- 
ences in tempermant within the breed of 
the Thoroughbred. Temperament does 
not manifest itself to the same degree in 
all members of the breed. 

There are many stories and anecdotes 
about high-tempered horses. It is told 
of Regalia (Racegoers Encyclopedia, 
1938-39), winner of the Oaks in 1855 and 
many other races, that she 


would never run her races unless she was mad 
with rage. At the starting post, on such occas- 
ions, she would lash out and thoroughly enjoy her 
tantrums. Yet it was fatal even to let her hear 
the swish of a whip, which she funked. Thus, 
knowing her whims and recognizing the winning 
portents of an unruly display by Regalia at the 
start, opposing jockeys would commence to slash 
their whips against their boots directly the field’ 
was dispatched, so that the filly would hear and 
curl up. Tom Heartfield, her jockey, was said 
to be the very first agitator for the abolition of 
whips, and to be always hoarse after riding her 
because of prolonged shouting into her ear to 
drown the swish of flashing whips. 


The Irish Times, in 1940, discussed the 
sire Barcaldine. Temper in Barcaldine’s 
family is considered to be he-editary, 
having appeared in “one of his distant 
ancestors, Drone,” foaled in 1823, a bril- 
liant race horse. Whim, daughter of 
Drone, and her son Chanticleer, both had 
great tempers. The latter is described as 
an “out and out savage, of whom his 
trainer went in terror. When he was on 
his way from Ireland to Hambledon, 
Chanticleer seized his lad and gnawed 
his arm.” A _ great-grandson of Whim 
was Solon, a “most difficult horse to 
handle.” And of Solon’s sons, one was 
Barcaldine; another, Buckshot, was ex- 
tremely savage. “The two men who hurt- 
led fodder into his box had to be armed 
with grapes, for Buckshot ate lads as 
well as hay.” 

St. Simon, unbeaten on the race course 
and unsurpassed as a sire, had a high- 
strung temperament which, even by the 
testimony of his worshipful groom 


necessitated the most patient and gentle treat-

ment . . . It was no use trying to compel him to 
do this or that or the other. Had brute force 
been used on him, war would have been declared, 
and either one side o rthe other would have had 
to ‘go down.’ It would not have been St. Simon 
while there was a breath of life left in him. The 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, 1916, 307). 


Hastings, who stood at the Nursery 
Stud at Lexington, was so ferocious that 
his groom always had to carry a shillelagh 
whenever he went into the paddock with 
the horse. Fair Play, Hastings’ most suc- 
cessful son, had the same fiery tempera- 
ment. He was, however, terribly afraid 
of water being thrown on him, so a wet 
sponge was adequate protection. Many of 
Fair Play’s descendants, including Man 
o’ War, evinced a very high-strung dis- 
position. 


Charles Hatton (THE Btoop-Horse, 
XXV, 380), a contributor to racing pub- 
lications, observes that, 


Temperament in Thoroughbreds is manifest in 
many ways. For instance, there are the cases 
of Discovery and Mad Hatter, two of the ablest 
scions of the headstrong Hastings male line. Al- 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s handicap champion 
(Discovery) more than once has shown a disposi- 
tion to refuse to extend himself when he gets hit 
early in the race . . .. A short time back Earl 
Sande told this department: ‘The only way you 
could get Mad Hatter to crack right down was to 
make him mad. I used to get him hit once or 
twice leaving the gate purposely to make him 
angry, so he’d run. He’d lay back his ears and 
make his own holes in the field when he was mad. 
Sometimes I’d kid him. I’d haul at the reins 
when he went to sulking. He’d get the idea he 
was running away with me and run like blazes. 
High Glee, which Jack Healey had handled so 
skillfully, is one of the most temperamental in

I Will To Be Syndicated 


The 6-year-old bay stallion I Will has 
been bought from Dr. Leon Levy’s Jaclyn 
Stable by Hal Ramser, of California, and 
John H. Clark, of Lexington, it has been 
learned. It is understood that the Messrs. 
Clark and Ramser will syndicate the 
stakes-winning son of Roman—Breathless, 
by Haste. 


I Will was bred by Elmendorf Farm, at 
Lexington, and was bought by Jay Paley, 
then a partner in the Jaclyn Stable, at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1945. At two 
he won the Great American, Wakefield, 
and United States Hotel Stakes, and was 
second in the East View, Grand Union 
Hotel, and Futurity Stakes, earning $63,- 
200. His accomplishments that year earn- 
ed him a rating of 124 pounds in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap, level with Blue 
Border and in the group just below the 
topweights (126) Cosmic Bomb, Double 
Jay, and the filly First Flight. The Turf 
and Sport Digest ratings for the year 
placed him at 130 (First Flight 133, Edu- 
cation 131, Blue Border and Phalanx 
128). 

At three, I Will won the second division 
of the Wood Memorial Stakes, and was 
second in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap No. 1, the Jamaica Handicap, and the 
Swift Stakes. Ankle trouble kept him 
comparatively inactive at four and five, 
but at six, this year, he returned to win- 
ning form and accounted for the Board- 
walk and Princeton Handicaps. His rec- 
ord to date: 38 starts, 12 wins, 11 seconds, 
1 third, $133,000. He is the biggest money- 
winner for his sire, Roman, and probably 
will be the first son of Roman to enter 
the stud in Kentucky, where it is under- 
stood he will stand during the 1951 season. 
It is reported that he will stand for $500 
for a live foal. The Jaclyn Stable, it is be- 
lieved, will be a member of the syndicate. 


Breathless, dam of I Will, was a win- 
ner and also is the dam of the winner 
Marine Light. Entwine, the second dam, 
also produced the Wilbraham Stakes win- 
ner Enfold, and the winners Fusano. Le- 
onidas, and Sierra. 


Coldstream Stud’s New Mares 


The purchase of five broodmares from 
Elmendorf Farm (Tinkham Veale 2nd and 
Sam H. Costello) by E. E. Dale Shaffer’s 
Coldstream Stud has been announced by 
Charles A. Kenny, Coldstream manager. 

The mares had been acquired recently 
by the Messrs. Veale and Costello in the 
transaction involving the purchase of Elm- 
endorf Farm from P. A. B. Widener 3rd 
(see THe Bioop-HorseE of September 23, 


page 610). They are Miss Brief, in foal 
to Roman; Offensive, in foal to *Alibhai;

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TESTIMONIAL 


The Thoroughbred Club of America dedicates this, its 
Annual Testimonial Dinner to 


Walter M. Jeffords 


Walter Morrison Jeffords, a son of American pioneers who came to this 
country in 1800, has been a patron of the arts, a lover of Thoroughbreds and a 
leader of the American Turf practically ever since he was a young man. He 
was elected.a member of The Jockey Club in April, 1925, when he was 42 years 
of age, and 16 years later he was elected to its board of stewards, a position he 
still holds. He also is a member of The Jockey Club’s licensing committee, and 
his leadership has been greatly responsible for much of the progress made by 
the American Turf in recent years. 


Mr. Jeffords was born in Philadelphia, Pa.. on August 18, 1883. He gradu- 
ated from Lawrenceville school at Lawrenceville, New Jersey, class of 1901, and 
then entered Yale University, from which he was graduated and where he was a 
member of Delta Kappa Epsilon fraternity. In 1914 he married Sarah Dobson 
Fiske and they have one son, Walter Morrison Jeffords, Jr., and three grand- 
children, all boys. 


After graduating from Yale he entered his father’s pottery manufacturing 
concern but soon went into business for himself, as a member of an investments 
firm. Later he re-entered the manufacturing field and after retiring from this 
activity he laid aside all business interests other than estate affairs. All this time 
he maintained a breeding and racing establishment. 


In the first World War, in 1917, he served with the Allied Purchasing Board 
of the Council of National Defense, and a year later he won a commission as 
ensign in the United States Naval Reserve Flying Corps. 


For the past several years, Mr. Jeffords has been the moving spirit in the 
Grayson Foundation, which originally was incorporated in 1940, and he has 
served as its president since 1946. All acknowledge Mr. Jeffords as being the 
strongest individual factor in giving the Grayson Foundation its present import- 
ance. He was mainly responsible for placing Dr. Raymond Kelser as director 
of the many and varied research projects of the foundation, all of which are di- 
rected toward the improvement and better health not only of horses but of all 
livestock. His contribution to these projects cannot be overestimated. 

While engaged in active business, and since his retirement therefrom, Mr. 
Jeffords participated in equine sports, which always have been nearest and dear- 
est to his heart. He took active part in foxhunting, and has developed a breed 
of hounds which are known to this day as “Mr. Jeffords’ Hounds.” 

He was very close to Man o’ War, his wife having been a niece of Mrs. 
Samuel D. Riddle, and when this imniortal champion of the Turf was retired in 
1920 Mr. Jeffords joined with Mr. Riddle in establishing Faraway Farm on the 
Huffman’s Mill Road near Lexington, Ky. He and Mr. Riddle continued as 
partners in breeding race horses at Faraway until 1930, when he purchased Mr. 
Riddle’s share in the original tract. Since then he has continued to breed Thor- 
oughbreds at Faraway, many of them noted stakes winners such as Pavot, Natch- 
ez, Edith Cavell, Judy O’Grady, Snow Goose, Loyal Legion and others. 

That Mr. Jeffords is a man who inspires loyalty, devotion and faithfulness 
in his employees, is thoroughly demonstrated by the fact that Harrie B. Scott 
of Lexington has been his farm manager for 20 years, and Oscar White his train- 
er for 25 years. 

Aside from his keen participation in Thoroughbred breeding and racing, Mr. 
Jeffords has continuously devoted much time as a student and collector of early 
American silver. He is recognized the country over as one of America’s leading 
authorities on this subject, and is a member of the very exclusive Walpole 
Society, to which none but an expert is invited to join. Also he is a member 
of the Yale Gallery of Fine Arts and is a trustee of the Philadelphia Museum 
of Fine Arts. 

Mr. Jeffords has made notable contributions, not only to the ancient and 
honorable sport of racing, but to the culture of his country. But more than that 
he is honored by The Thoroughbred Club of America for his sincerity, his gener- 
osity, his leadership, his kindness, his charity, his foresight, his patience, and 
above all, his modesty. A man of achievement, he has preferred to remain in the

Parkwood Stable 
Averages $1,772 


A dispersal of the racing and breeding 
stock formerly owned by Col. R. S. Me- 
Laughlin’s Parkwood Stable was held at 
Woodbine Park, Toronto, Canada, on the 
night of October 24. Forty-five head sold 
for $79,725, average $1,772. 

Seven yearlings brought $15,500, aver- 
age $2,214. Fourteen horses-in-training 
brought $35,025, average $2,502. Eleven 
broodmares brought $8,525, average $775. 
Eleven weanlings brought $9,175, aver- 
age $834. Two stallions brought $11,500, 
average $5,750. 


Highest price of the sale was $10,700, 
which was paid by the Three V’s Stable 
for Nephisto, a 3-year-old *Fairaris geld- 
ing which won the Golden Spoon Stakes 
last year in a dead heat with Ellisteo, and 
this year won the Hendrie Memorial 
Handicap, Prince of Wales Plate, Breed- 
ers’ Stakes, and Canadian Championship 
Handicap. He is Canada’s leading 3-year- 
old. The 7-year-old Kingarvie, winner of 
the King’s Plate in 1947 and one of the 
Dominion’s racing stars, went to Mrs. 
Arthur Brent, wife of the Parkwood 
Stable trainer, for $5,400. 


The two stallions in the auction, *Fair- 
aris and Teddy Wrack, were bought by 
the National Stud, a recently organized 
syndicate headed by E, P. Taylor. The 
property owned by the Parkwood Stable 
has been bought by Mr. Taylor and asso- 
ciates. They will convert it into a Canad- 
ian National Stud. Mr. Taylor was the 
official consignor of the horses in the auc- 
tion, which had been purchased from 
Colonel McLaughlin by his group. 


The sale was held by Coulter Brothers. 
Doc Bond was the auctioneer and Hum- 
phrey Finney the announcer. In the sum- 
mary that follows, the name of the stallion 
to which a mare was bred in 1950 is 
shown in parentheses.

STUD FARM 
CHRONICLE 


Dear Boss: 

This morning all the mares are heing 
held in the stables for our veterinarian. 
The third and final immunization shots 
for virus abortion and contagious abortion 
will be given them. I am a firm believer 
in giving these injections, even though we 
are not absolutely certain that the virus 
abortion vaccine is completely efficient. 


This vaccine, which is prepared by the 
University of Kentucky Department of 
Animal Pathology, has been used on sev- 
eral thousand mares. There is no record 
of any mare having aborted after receiv- 
ing the full course of injections prior to 
the outbreak of virus abortion on a given 
farm. I suspect that if virus abortion hits 
your broodmare band it would then be too 
late to start the series. 


I can only say that any stud manager 
who has experienced virus abortion is al- 
most an odds-on favorite to believe in the 
vaccine. There is nothing quite so horrible 
on a farm as having this disease strike 
among the broodmares. After the first 
abortion there is no harder job on a farm 
than going to the barns each succeeding 
day to check up on the foals that have 
slipped during the previous night. 

We know that contagious abortion shots 
have stopped that form of abortion. With 
the present improvement in the virus abor- 
tion vaccine, there is no doubt in my mind 
that we now have virus controlled. 


THE MARES. The last group of mares 
that were weaned have now dried up com- 
pletely, and we have separated those that 
are in foal from the barren ones. This is 
a necessary precaution, because the bar- 


ren mares are much more active and are 
likely to kick one of those in foal. Being 
in foal seems to produce a form of mental 
serenity in mares; being barren seems to 
develop in females a mental unrest, an un- 
easiness, a sense of deceit, and an inclina- 
tion toward devilment. I don’t like bar- 
ren mares. 


The mares that we were drying up were, 
of course, not grain fed for about three 
weeks. Feed troughs now have been put 
in the fields, and although the grass is ex- 
cellent the mares are being fed once a 
day. This applies to both foaling and bar- 
ren mares, as I do not subscribe to the 
theory that grass alone is an adequate 
feed. It is not reasonable to assume that 
an in-foal mare can do a thorough nutri- 
tional job on her unborn foal without the 
aid of supplementary feed. Neither is it 
logical not to feed barren mares. We do 
not believe in having barren mares roly- 
poly fat, for I suspect that a great deal of 
barrenness can be attributed to nutritional 
deficiencies, but barren mares do need an 
adequately balanced diet so they will be in 
the best possible condition for breeding 
next spring. 


PASTURES. Tomorrow marks the be- 
ginning of our annual fall pasture renova- 
tion work. Each field on the farm will be 
chain harrowed. About half the fields will 
then be cut with a disc harrow. 


The fields that are cut with the disc 
will then receive 200 pounds per acre of 
19 per cent or 20 per cent superphosphate. 
After the first rain, these same fields will 
be covered with about 200 pounds per acre 
of dolomitic limestone. We use domolite

because of its very high percentage of 
magnesium (the ground limestone tliat we 
use analyzes 54 per cent calcium carbon- 
ate, 45 per cent magnesium carbonate, and 
1 per cent silicon). After several heavy 
dews, or a light rain, these treated fields 
are rolled with our heavy roller. This roll- 
er weighs almost 3,000 pounds and does an 
excellent job. Many farm rollers are not 
heavy enough, and it is more or less of a 
waste of time to use them. 

The fields that do not receive the super- 
phosphate and the dolomite this year will 
receive them next year. In the meantime 
their treatment will vary according to their 
condition. Of course they all will be chain 
harrowed, and those that have old, heavy 
sod probably will be gone over with a cut- 
ting harrow. They all will be rolled. 

If this program of light applications of 
superphosphate and dolomite limestore is 
followed regularly, it takes only about 
three years (that is, two applications in 
three growing seasons) to increase the 
pasturage by nearly 100 per cent. Here in 
central Kentucky the increase will mainly 
be in the form of clover. It has been my 
experience that pastures treated in this 
manner cannot be eaten down by horses 
alone, and must be stocked with cattle in 
order to keep the grazing under control. 

The fall sale at Keeneland is less than 
a month away and within the next two 
weeks I shall write to you and answer 
your questions about how I make up my 
mind regarding broodmares we might like 
to purchase, the good points that can be 
ascertained, and the weak points that 
have to be watched for.

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Around the smaller U. S. tracks, a racing official has 
to be a guide, philosopher, friend, cooler-outer, fast-talker, 
persuader, and explainer. The horsemen’s problems are his 
problems, and in turn he sometimes takes his troubles to 


the fellows on the backstretch, especially when a race isn’t 
filling. In this article John O’Keeffe, of Baltimore, tells 
how a racing secretary put a stakes together when some of 
the pieces were missing.

Recipe for a Stakes Race: 
Money, Marbles, and Talk 


by John O’Keeffe 


The most pleasant aspect of racing to 
the general public, which carries the rest 
of us along on a tide of $2 mutuel tickets, 
is the running of a good stakes race. For 
the horseman who owns or dreams of 
owning a top horse, and for the breeders 
whise income depends upon the stakes- 
winning record of their products, the same 
thing may be said. The rich and varied 
stakes program presented annually in the 
United States attracts most of their in- 
terest and effort. 

It is almost a platitude to mention 
this in a publication such as THE BLoop- 
Horst. Look through any edition of a 
racing magazine, and you will find the 
phrase “stakes winner” running through 
the many advertisements. 

This is the story of a young and very 
minor stakes, withal a successful one; or 
rather, it is the behind-the-scenes story of 
the manuevering necessary to insure a 
suitable starting field for the only event 
of its kind run in Ohio last year. 

The Ohio State Derby, one of four won 
by Black Gold in that colt’s record string 
of Derby triumphs, had not been renewed 
since 1935. But the Buckeye State racing 
commission felt that if it were not feasible 
to revive the Derby, at least a stakes race 
of some sort should be offered at Ran- 
dall Park. 

Accordingly in 1948 the Governor’s Cup, 
a handicap with stakes conditions, was run 
off at the Cleveland track. For this affair 
the association offered added money of 
$5,000. The Cup was won by Mel Hash, 


with Tennessee Kid and Lawless Miss 
taking the minor shares in that order. The 
race was far from an artistic success, be- 
cause as a gate attraction it could offer 
only the 3-year-old winner, an invader from 
Chicago. The balance of the field was com- 
posed of horses which had been racing at 
Randall Park throughout the seven-week 
meeting. 

Pursuant to a promise made to O. C. 
Belt, chairman, and to the Ohio State Rac- 
ing Commission, the Randall management 
upped the added money for the Gover- 
nor’s Cup in 1949 to $8,000. This was in 
excess of the $7,500 offered by Ascot Park 
for its Gold Cup renewals, and made the 
Randall feature Ohio’s richest purse as 
well as its only stakes race. 


Racing Secretary L. H. Van Zandt, 
some-time correspondent of THE BLoop- 
Horse, decided that a high-pressure cam- 
paign would be necessary to attract en- 
tries from tracks outside of Ohio in order 
that a field of some lustre would go post- 
ward in the Cup. He hoped to induce 
Clevelanders who owned handicap horses 
racing outside the State to enter their stars 
by appealing to their civic pride. This 
hope was double-edged, for if Mrs. E. L. 
Hopkins, a resident of greater Cleveland, 
had decided to enter her gelding Three 
Rings, the Cup would probably have re- 
sulted in a walkover. 


In the past 35 years there have been 
fewer than 30 walkovers on the American 
Turf, races in which single starters mere- 
ly completed the course to garner the 
purse. The majority of these walkevers 


have been in stakes, but figures do not tell 
ihe complete story. Scores of stakes races 
have drawn just a small number of start- 
ers despite imposing nomination lists and 
however the reader or the writer mav feel 
about the importance of the betterment of 
the breed, track managements are inter- 
ested in mutuel totals, and these sag ap- 
preciably when show and/or place betting 
is eliminated. 

A powerful stable like Calumet, concen- 
trating its strength at a single track, can 
cripple a stakes program, and in fact two 
of the Pimlico Specials (and $20,000) 
went to Calumet by default: to Whirlaway 
in 1944 and Citation in 1948. And this is 
not merely a symptom of the present era, 
for in the past such strong stables as 
those of James Ben Ali Haggin, Sam 
Hildreth, Alfred Vanderbilt, and the Whit- 
neys have held similar dominant roles in 
different racing centers. 

The situation has been intensified in the 
East during the past few years with New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, and New 
England all competing for the services of 
the small company of stakes and handi- 
cap performers available. The manage- 
ment of the Fair Grounds at Detroit last 
summer found that the quality of its at- 
tractive stakes program could only be 
maintained by siphoning off a few run- 
ners from the Chicago circuit for each 
week-end feature. 

Getting back to the problem at Randall 
Park, Van Zandt was planning for “his” 
stakes even though he knew he lacked the 
horses on the grounds to assure success. 
He attacked the problem with vigor. Mod- 
ern advertising methods were applied, and 
the Cup was well publicized in Turf pub- 
lications. As a follow-up, more than a 
thousand letters were mailed to trainers 
of eligibles, announcing the stakes and 
its conditions. Every possibility in the

East and Middle West was canvassed, and 
it was hoped that at least a half-dozen 
starters could be drawn from the major 
tracks. 

The conditions of the race were made 
attractive. The cost of nominating was 
only $20 and the lists did not close until 
a week prior to the event. It was decided 
to split the purse six ways, with the sixth 
horse earning $200. The six-way split 
was devised so a trainer shipping in had 
a reasonable expectation of defraying his 
expenses. 

In an effort to further strengthen the 
entry list, Van Zandt made flying trips 
to Chicago and Detroit, where he person- 
ally contacted trainers. An assistant also 
visited the half-miler at Wheeling in an 
attempt to get two or three horses racing 
there of handicap quality. 


Nominations closed on August 21; the 
race was to be run on August 27. Thirty 
horses were named, including several high- 
class performers. The possibles included 
Sun Herod and Almenow from Detroit; 
Seaward and Inseparable from Harry 
Trotsek’s public string at Washington 
Park; Henry Forrest’s charges Checker- 
hall and Live Sonnet, from the same track. 


J. D. Mikel’s Illinois-bred speedster, Hyp- 
ostyle, was another Chicago entry. Flag 
Drill was entered from New England, and 
Al Smitha wired that his world’s-record- 
holding South Dakota, then at Dade Park, 
would be a probable starter. There were 
another half-dozen entries scattered among 
stables at Wheeling Downs and the Ohio 
half-milers, and the list was completed by 
locals headed by Lawless Miss and 
Tubby B. 

To insure the presence of at least one 
“name” runner, Van Zandt dispatched an 
assistant (the writer) to Washington Park, 
with instructions to stay there until the 
nominee (or nominees) were loaded on 
the van for the trip to Cleveland. 

I was not overly successful in my mis- 
sion. Most of the trainers did not want 
to ship their charges so far only to run 
up against “that mare.” “That mare”, 
of course, was Lawless Miss. Queen of the 
Ohio circuit, which had won about $50.- 
000 in small purses. Despite the emis- 
sary’s assurance that George Y. Booker’s 
steady campaigner would not care for the 
1,5; miles of the Governor’s Cup, they 
pointed out that she had recently gone 
six furlongs at River Downs in 1:1015. 
With the exception of Henry Forrest, who 
shipped Mrs. R. Popovitz’s Love Sonnet, 
the Chicago contingent declined. 


Of the 30 nominees, 14 survived to face 
the starter. The nomination, entry, and 
starting fees guaranteed a winner’s share 
of $6,000. The starting field included one 
runner from Chicago, two from Detroit, 
two from Wheeling Downs, and one from 
Dade Park. 


The story of the race itself is unim- 
portant in this account: the aged Boston 
Man, the oldest and longest-priced starter 
in the field, turned up as the winner. 
Mrs. J. D. S. Coleman’s 11-year-old stallion 
scored his first stakes win since he whip- 
ped Market Wise in the Potomac Handi- 
cap in 1941. 


In the intervening years, during several 
of which he was not raced, Boston Man 
has won a score of races and sired several 
winners. 


One point was well proven: the mutuel 
handle at Randall Park was higher on the 
day of the Governor’s Cup than on any 
other day of the meeting with the excep- 
tion of Labor Day. The experience at 
Cleveland and elsewhere has shown that 
tradition alone will not carry a stakes pro- 
gram at many tracks. It takes a great deal 
of sweat and effort, plus an occasional bit 
of conniving, and far greater support 
from horsemen than they have given in 
the recent past.

Breeders Hear 
J. Sam Perlman 


Some problems confronting American 
racing were discussed before members of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America by J. 
Samuel Perlman at Lexington on October 
21. Mr. Perlman is publisher of Triangle 
Publications, Inc. (Daily Racing Form, 
American Racing Manual, The Cincinnati 
Record, etc.). 


“One of the principal problems, par- 
ticularly among people who are not a part 
of racing, is that racing is not looked upon 
as a sport, but as a betting medium,” Mr. 
Perlman told his audience. “This is one 
of our greatest public relations problems. 


“The fact is,” the speaker continued, 
“that the volume of illegal betting on oth- 
er sports is greater than on racing.” As 
examples of how the public bets on other 
sports, Mr. Perlman displayed newspaper 
clippings. Among them were an editorial 
from the New York Post stating that base- 
ball has passed racing as the nation’s No. 
1 gambling outlet; from the New York 
Herald Tribune, a story designating Joe 
Louis as the betting favorite over Ezzard 
Charles; and from the New York Times, 
a story giving betting details on the re- 
cent World Series. 


“This story on baseball.” Mr. Perlman 
said, “gives an idea of the magnitude of 
betting on that sport. But do you think 
that the people in baseball would counten- 
ance legislation against the dessimination 
of baseball news, as has been proposed 
regarding racing news? Of course they 
wouldn’t, because baseball is viewed as a 
sport, while the daily newspapers in gen- 
eral do not treat racing as a sport.” The 
Chicago Daily News, for example. will de- 
vote a full page to racing tips, handicap 
figures. betting odds, and so on, “but not 
a word of reading matter about racing as 
a sport,” the Triangle executive stated. 


The Racing Form, on the other hand, 
will carry from 25 to 30 columns of racing 
news a day without any reference to bet- 
ting, the speaker said. He cited the breed- 
ing journals and other racing trade pa- 
pers as examples of publications that em- 
phasize the sporting aspects of the Turf 
without any stress on betting. 


“People know the fine points of base- 
ball,” Mr. Perlman continued, “but how 
many know the fine points of racing? 
Something must be done to inform the 
public about the human and _ sporting 
side of racing.” Hollywood Park, with 
its saddling paddock in front of the grand- 
stand, where the public can see the horses, 
was cited as an example of a track’s at- 
tempt to present racing as a sport instead 
of a betting mechanism. 


Another point made by Mr. Perlman is 
that in many localities, children are not 
allowed to attend the races. He termed 
this an affront to the Turf: “If I felt that 
racing was so harmful that I couldn’t take 
a child to the track, then I'd get out of 
racing.” 

Racing also should inform the public 
where the tax revenue goes, the speaker 
said: toward building roads and schools 
and hospitals, toward supporting agricul- 
tural fairs, and so on. 


The publisher declared that race track 
policy in delaying the transmission of race 
results forced such news associations as 
the Associated Press and the United Press 
to patronize the racing wire service, te the 
financial benefit of the service. 


Discussing purse distribution, Mr. Perl- 
man declared that “Breeders have a great 
stake in racing, and they should take a 
militant position regarding purse distribu- 
tion. The Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association has been militant 
regarding the minimum purse, but if the 
minimum goes too high, money is taken 
away from the better horses. A premium 
thereby is placed on mediocrity, whereas 
it is the great racers—the champions— 
that make racing. The great horses stimu- 
late a man into trying to breed a cham- 
pion or to pay $25,000 for a yearling in 
the hope that he is buying a top horse. 
The leveling-off that is encouraged by a 
high minimum purse policy is similar to 
the situation encouraged by union labor. 
where all men are paid alike, regardless 
of special abilities.” 


Night racing, Mr. Perlman said, may 
be desirable under certain conditions. “I 
am opposed to night racing as long as 
day-time racing can prosper,” he explain- 
ed, “but we should no be wholly opposed 
to night racing. For example, night rac- 
ing at Fairmount Park is better than no 
racing at all at that track.” 


In conclusion, the speaker stated that 
his main point was that “racing has to be 
successful as a sport as well as a business. 
Racing as an excuse for betting has no 
reason for existence, and has no right to 
exist.” 


Prior to Mr. Perlman’s talk, a commis- 
sion as a Kentucky Colonel was presented 
to Nelson Dunstan, columnist for Daily 
Racing Form.

The Sportsman’s Park track at Chicago 
has heen suspended from membership in 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, Inc. The suspension was 
announced following a meeting of TRA 
directors at New York on October 23. 

No statement was made immediately by 
the TRA as to the reason for the suspen- 
sion. But two men connected with the 
track reportedly have been questioned by 
the Senate Crime Investigating Committee. 
headed by Senator Estes Kefauver. And 
the Illinois Racing Board last week had 
ordered the track to sever its connection 
with a man said to have been an associate 
of the late Al Capone. 

William H. Johnston, president of 
Sportsman’s Park, was in Florida at the 
time of the suspension. The Associated 
Press quoted him as saying that the action

came as a “complete” surprise, and that 


he could not comment on it. He added 
that the current race meeting at the track 
would continue until its scheduled closing 
early next month. The Illinois Racing 
Board has said that it will take no im- 
mediate action in the case. 

The Sportsman’s Park suspension is the 
first such action taken by the TRA since 
the adoption of its code of standards in 
1947.

TUNED OUT 


The Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has revoked the license of Radio 
Station WTUX, of Wilmington, Del., for 
alleged over-emphasis on the broadcast- 
ing of race results. The FCC ruling 
stated that the station had carried racing 
information in such detail as would not be 
required by the average listener, and that 
it broadcast the results within, at times, 
a minute or two after the completion of a 
race. The commission added that the sta- 
tion might continue to broadcast under a 
temporary license for 90 days.

Aunt Jinny was foaled March 23, 1948, at Duval 
Headley’s place at Lexington. She was consigned 
to the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1949 by Mr. 
Headley, and was bought by Ralph Kercheval, 
agent, for $5,000. During her racing career, which 
began at the Keeneland spring meeting, she has 
been trained by Mr. Headley and has raced under 
his ownership. 


Aunt Jinny is a lightly made filly which does 
not stand heavy training, and Mr. Headley has 
brought her along with a careful hand. She had 
won her first race at Washington Park on August 
15, then had won again on August 26. Her next 
start was in Atalanta’s Matron Stakes, in which 
she finished far back. It was reported that she 
hit her head on the starting gate in this race. The 
story also was current at Empire-at-Jamaica that 
the riders at the track were not interested in hav- 
ing the mount on Aunt Jinny in the Demoiselle. 
Nick Wall, who rode her, was the sixth rider to 
be approached by Mr. Headley, it was reported. 
In any case, the filly gave Wall his first New York 
stakes victory since 1941: he had been riding most- 
ly in California, in the meanwhile, and also had 
been severely injured in a spill in 1946, which kept 
him out of the saddle for quite a time. 


As in her two previous winning races, Aunt Jinny 
ran on the head end all the way. Atalanta raced 
with her until the last quarter-mile then faltered.

Jockey Ted Atkinson and Trainer John M. Gaver, 


who shared in the victory at Keeneland, also received congratulations. 
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LOTOWHITE, owned by Thomas G. Benson, of Texas, won the Grey Lag 


Handicap the day after his owner purchased him from Hal Price Headley. Loto- 
white is a 3-year-old son of Devil Diver—Lotopoise, by Equipoise. He is shown 
with the Headley trainer, Frank Barnett, who saddled him for the Grey Lag. 


Abstract was foaled at Walter P. Chrysler Jr.’s 
North Wales Stud on April 14, 1946. He raced for 
Mr. Chrysler until January of his 3-year-old year, 
and subsequently passed through various hands un- 
til coming into the possession of Lewis J. Shaw, 
his present owner, last May. At one time he was 
claimed for $7,500. 

The son of *Isolator was kept toward the rear 
of the field for six furlongs or so of the Washing- 
ton Handicap, then was sent to the lead, which he 
held against a strong challenge by Dart By. The 
time of 2:02% for the 1% miles was within a 
fifth of a second of the track record set by *Hour- 
less in 1917. Victory in the Washington Handicap 
gave Abstract the opportunity of competing in the 
Pimlico Special. Trainer Jerry McNally said that 
the colt will be a starter in the Pimlico feature. 


Abstract is the second stakes winner of the year 
for his sire, *Isolator, which is owned by the Belair 
Stud and stands at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky. The other 1950 winner for *Iso- 
lator is Big Ike, winner of the Arkansas Derby. All 
told, Abstract is the seventh stakes winner for 
his sire. 

Strange Device, dam of Abstract, was sold in 
August, 1949, at a North Wales dispersal to A. S. 
Hewitt for $10,000. She had a Pilate foal at her 
side. John H. Clark sold the foal as a yearling 
at the 1950 Saratoga Sales to F. E. Dixon Jr. for 
$6,600. Strange Device, now at Royce G. Martin’s 
Woodvale Farm, Lexington, had a bay filly by 
By Jimminy this spring, and was bred to *Goya 2nd. 

A week before the Washington Handicap, Ab- 
stract had finished second to Double Brandy in 
the Southern Maryland Handicap for his first 
stakes placing. 

The Washington Handicap victory not only was 
the first stakes victory for Abstract, but it also was 
the first for his owner and the first for his trainer. 
Lewis Shaw, the ewner, is an insurance man of 
Rochester, N. Y., who has been in racing for a 
little less than a year. Trainer McNally has been 
in racing about 24 years, but has held a trainer's 
license only since last August. He began as a 
stable boy under Tom Healy, and also worked un- 


der Max Hirsch and William Booth. Most of his 
experience at the tracks has been as a jockey 
agent. The victory also was a source of satisfac- 
tion to Jockey Eddie Campbell, who had ridden 
only one previous winner at the Laurel meeting.

CALIFORNIA LAW UPHELD 


The California Supreme Court has up- 
held the legality of the State racing law. 
The matter was taken before the court in 
an action by the Southern California Jock- 
ey Club against the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board. 

The board had refused to grant the 
SCJC a license to build a third track in 
the Los Angeles area. A Superior Court 
decision favored the board, but a later de- 
cision by a District Court of Appeal ruled 
for the SCJC. The basis of the District 
Court decision was that the Legislature 
had no right to give to the board the pow- 
er of granting or withholding race track 
licenses. The Supreme Court now has up- 
held the legality of the grant in power, 
holding it to be “confirmed, ratified, and 
. . - fully and completely effective.” 

The horse racing board had consistent- 
ly refused to grant the Southern California 
Jockey Club a license to operate a track 
at Puente. The board’s position was that 
since two major tracks already are estab- 
lished near Los Angeles, a third track 
would not be in the public interest.

A nominating committee to select candi- 
dates for president, vice president, secre- 
tary, and treasurer for 1951 has been ap- 
pointed by Jack Denis, president of the 
National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders. The committee is made up of 
Thomas Carr Piatt, chairman, Thorough- 
bred Club of America; Humphrey S. Fin- 
ney, Maryland Horse Breeders Associa- 
tion; and M. L. Latimer, Colorado Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association. 

The committee will report at the annual 
NATB directors’ meeting at the Phoenix 
Hotel, Lexington, on November 12. The 
group also will be prepared to nominate 
three regional vice presidents, represent- 
ing the East, Midwest, and West, if the 
directors approve a proposed plan for 
regional representation.

Repetoire was foaled at Dr. F. O. Keefe’s Pine 
Brook Farm, Warrenton, Va., on February 27, 
1948. He was sold at the 1949 Saratoga Sales, and 
was bought by Henry Bowyer, agent, for $4,000. 
Repetoire was the only yearling by *Happy Argo 
sold at auction in 1949. He first raced in the 
colors of S. C. Mikell at Havre de Grace in April, 
and finished up the track. He did not race again 
until August at Atlantic City, and his second race 
was no more impressive than his first. But five 
days later he finished second in a six-furlong race 
for maidens, and was no worse than third in his 
next five starts before the Remsen Handicap. 

Repetoire, carrying 112 pounds, received weight 
from all but two entries in the Remsen Handicap. 
The top weight at 122 pounds was Phantom Farm’s 
Nullify, winner of the East View Stakes. Mrs. 
F. A. Genter’s Rough’n Tumble spotted Repetoire 
eight pounds, and H. A. Grant’s Crafty Admiral 
gave him seven. Repetoire was not the first out 
of the gate, but he wasted no time in getting to 
the front. By the time the field had gone two fur- 
longs. he was in the lead, and drawing clear. He 
won by a length and a half. 

The Remsen Handicap winner is the second 
stakes winner of the year for his sire *Happy Argo, 
which is also the sire of Fleet Argo, winner of the 
Laurel Stakes. My Hattie, the dam of Repetoire. 
was foaled a bay filly by Alsab this spring, and 
she was bred back to the same sire.

Tuscany was foaled in Maryland on April 7, 
1948, and was bred by Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio. 
The colt was consigned to the 1949 Saratoga Sales 
by Adolphe Pons’ Country Life Farm, and the 
high bidder was Mrs. Pistorio, who has raced the 
colt this year at two. Tuscany did not start until 
August at Atlantic City, and finished seventh in an 
ll-horse field. He won his next start by four 
lengths, defeating Bar, Repetoire, and Flight Ad- 
miral, and won two more in succession before fin- 
ishing third in his last race before the Maryland 
Futurity. 

The Maryland Futurity, which is for 2-year-olds 
bred and foaled in Maryland, is run at six fur- 
longs. the same distance that Tuscany had raced 
in all of his starts. The son of The Rhymer went 
to the post as favorite, and he raced with the 
leaders from the start. He took the lead from 
Senator Joe soon after the start, and held on to 
win by half a length from Tenure. 

Tuscany is the second stakes winner of the year 
for his sire The Rhymer, which is owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Pistorio, and stands at Henry Horkimer’s 
Three Cousins Farm, near Hyde, Md. The Pis- 
torios bought The Rhymer for $10,000 from Green- 
tree Farm at the Keeneland Fall Sales of 1945. 
The Rhymer’s other stakes winner is Evanstep, 
which won the Rose Leaves Stakes this year, ac- 
counting for her first stakes win. Tuscany’s dam, 
Roman Matron, has one other foal of racing age, 
the winner Lotus Blossom. Her yearling filly (by 
Roman) was sold at the 1950 Saratoga Sales for 
$3.600 to Mrs. Harry Trotsek.

BOOK REVIEW 


MAN O’ WAR, by Page Cooper and Roger L. 
Treat. Julian Messner, Inc., New York. $3.00. 

The Cooper and Treat biography of 
Man o’ War was to be released for gen- 
eral distribution October 27. A _ special 
“Blue Grass edition” was made available 
in Kentucky a few days earlier. 

For the many worshipers and admirers 
of Samuel D. Riddle’s super-horse from 
the Nursery Stud, the narrative will re- 
capture much of the excitement, suspense, 
and adulation whose crescendo began be- 
fore the son of Fair Play and Mahubah 
had ever appeared under colors. It is 
largely the record of the great horse’s 
successes on the track and in the stud, 
with little reference to the technical as- 
pects of his training and handling. Its 
language is slanted toward the general 
public rather than horsemen, but the lat- 
ter will also enjoy reliving the days when 
Man o’ War sparked the new emergence 
of racing as a major sport. 


Except for a considerable accumulation 
of data in the appendix, the book is much 
more a good story than a good reference. 
Its details in some places, as for instance 
in the account of the night Man o’ War 
was foaled, are romanticized—forgiveably, 
perhaps, since the foal was to become a 
genuinely romantic figure. Old-timers 
may wish to remind the authors that the 
Nursery Stud was founded much more 
than 20 years before Man o’ War was 
foaled, that Saratoga was not the oldest 
track in the United States, that Congress 
did not come “to Pimlico in a body to see 
Pierre Lorillard’s Parole win the black- 
eyed Susans,” that Flittergold was not a 
half brother to Fair Play, that American 
Eclipse did not defeat Sir Charles in 
Washington, that Sir Barton was not a 
son of Star Dust, that abilities acquired in 
training cannot be transmitted, that Man 
o’ War was not the oldest Thoroughbred 
on record, etc. 


The errors, however, need not condemn 
the book. It is a highly readable recon- 
struction of the career of the most famous 
and most exciting champion of the Ameri- 
can Turf in modern times. If a second 
edition is issued it should be scanned, be- 
fore printing, by some knowledgeable old- 
timer, such as Neil Newman, for instance, 
to pick out the errors which mar it.

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OBITUARY 


Walter Earl 


Walter Earl, who trained some of Eng- 
land’s greatest race horses of recent years, 
and was leading English trainer in 1945, 
died at Newmarket on September 28 after 
a long illness. He was 60 years old. 


He was born in Bohemia, where his 
father, a former steeplechase rider in Aus- 
tralia, was training horses owned by Prince 
Auresberg, of Austria. The younger Earl 
was also a rider in his early years, and 
later turned to training. When he attain- 
ed the lead among English trainers in 
1945, he was associated with the late Lord 
Derby, but he had been successful both 
as a private and public trainer before that. 


From 1925 to 1931, Mr. Earl trained 
for the late S. B. Joel, of Moulton Pad- 
docks. Among the horses he trained were 
Polyphontes, winner of the Eclipse Stakes; 
Pons Asinorum, winner of the Ebor Hand- 
icap and the Doncaster and Manchester 
Cups; Fleeting Memory, Glommen, Dark 
Warrior, Dodder, Kopi, Pasha, and 
Prompt. He placed Mr. Joel second on 
the list of leading owners in 1925, and 
1928, and also took an active part in the 
management of the Joel stud. 


His association with Lord Derby began 
in 1938, when he was appointed to succeed 
Colledge Leader. While in the employ of 
Lord Derby, Mr. Earl trained Watling 
Street, winner of the Epsom Derby in 
1942. The following year, he trained Her- 
ringbone, winner of the St. Leger Stakes 
and the One Thousand Guineas. Herring- 
bone, a daughter of King Salmon—Schia- 
parelli, by Schiavoni, was the leading 3- 
year-old of 1943. Other horses he trained 
included Umballa, Garden Path, Equipoise 
(Eng.), and later Sun Stream, winner of 
the Oaks and the One Thousand Guineas. 


Harry Richter 


Harry Richter, vice president of the 
Garden State Racing Association, operator 
of Garden State Park, died at Vineland. 
N. J., on October 13. He was 66 years old. 


Mr. Richter was born in Baltimore, Md., 
and went to Vineland in 1910, where he 
became a pioneer in the glass industry. 
He was a director of the Cumberland 
Holding Corporation and the Landis The- 
atre. At the time of his death he was su- 
perintendent of the Kimble Glass division 
of the Owens-Illinois Glass Company. 


He is survived by his widow and a 
daughter, Mrs. Thomas H. Hall Jr., of 


Indianapolis.

action today. She threw Alfred Robertson at ex- 
ercise one morning and that boy never was able 
to get the best from her afterwards, for she 
wouldn’t try for him. She considered herself, not 
Robertson, the master, when he was in the coop. 


Col. John F. Wall, a long-time student 
of the Thoroughbred and past chief of the 
Remount Service in the United States 
Army, writes in his recent publication. 
Famous Running Horses, “Numbers of 
horses by Fair Play proved outstanding. 
They are enduring and usually improve 
as they get older. The ‘blood’ has a 
reputation for being ‘hot.’ It may be the 
quality that makes them run.” 

Offspring of Fair Play, *Blenheim 2nd, 
*Sickle, and Display are, by many au- 
thorities, considered to be “hot,” high- 
tempered, and to transmit this character- 
istic just as they inherited it from their 
progenitors. 

It should be noted that all of the horses 
discussed above were really great racers. 
The combination of exceptional speed 
with very high-strung dispositions has 
caused them to remain long in men’s 
memories and to help formulate and re- 
inforce the belief that speed and tempera- 
ment are related in the Thoroughbred 
horse. 


Herbert (Hints to Horse-Keepers, 1860, 
p. 33). who wrote under the pen name of 
Frank Forester, states: 


Lastly, the temper is of the greatest importance 
by which must be understood not that gentleness 
at grass which may lead the breeder’s family to 
pet the mare, but such a temper as will serve the 
purposes of the rider, and will answer to the 
stimulus of the voice, whip, or spur. A craven or 
a rogue is not to be thought of as the mother of 
a family; and if the mare belong to a breed which 
is remarkable for refusing to answer the call of 
the rider, she should be consigned to any task 
rather than the stud farm. 


Murray (The Perfect Horse, 1873, p. 
3-8) was even more explicit as to the 
importance of temperament: 


Temperament is fixed at birth, and remains im- 
mutable, dominating over the entire organization 

. .. There are four principal and distinct tem- 
peraments seen in horses—the nervous, bilious, 
sanguine, and lymphatic. They are by nature dis- 
tinct, and not seldom antagonistic . . . . And while 
these three temperaments—the nervous, the bilious. 
and sanguine—should all exist, and meet in happy 
union, in the same animal, yet in what proportion 
they should be mingled in order to produce this 
happy union of speed, endurance, lung-power. and 
healthfulness is to the breeder a matter of mo- 
mentous importance; for on this, beyond all else, 
as we think, and trust our reasoning proves, failure 
or success depends. 

Did the contemplated space of this work permit, I 
could show that this matter of temperamental or- 
ganization of the horse potentially affects the en- 
tire animal—even every minute point of physical 
structure, and each separate part and function of 
the body. 


Hogner (Our American Horse, 1945, p. 
62) says: “To be great, a race horse must 
have not only speed but stamina, staying 


power, and what is known among racing 
people as heart, which means courage and 
the will to win... . Good racing horses 
love to race to victory.” 


Friedrich Becker (The Breed of the 
Race Horse, 1935, p. 155), considered by 
many as one of the great authorities on 
Thoroughbreds, finds a close relationship 
between temperament and racing class: 


Distinct features of modern racing are command- 
ing reflections on the subject of speed and stamina 
also from the viewpoint of the horse’s temperament 
(sic). 

A strong mind may master a weak body, but the 
strongest body will never master a weak mind. 
Metaphorically speaking, the high-spirited horse 
will always prove a better performer than the 
physically powerful but low-spirited animal. This 
fact entitles to the claim that mental constitution 
is dominant to physical . . . . There is, in fact, 
unassailable evidence that high and low mental 
(i.e., temperamental) qualities are now transmitted 
with a much nearer approach to certainty than the 
predisposition to develop superior physical quali- 
ties. 


The exceptions to the belief that a high- 
spirited temperament is always an asset 
should be noted. Only a few such excep- 
tions are found but Hislop (The Horse- 
man’s Year, 1949, p. 14), for example, 
states: “Temperament is another factor. 
It is often remarked of certain horses that 
they do not stay because they will not set- 
tle down, but tear away at the beginning 
of a race and exhaust their energy before 
the finish.” 

And J. B. Robertson (Flat Racing, 
XXVIIT, 113). an esteemed English veteri- 


narian, remarks: 
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Temperament also plays a part. The over-eager 
horse uses his muscle sugar wastefully in the earli- 
er stages of his race, and cannot deal efficiently 
with the output of lactic acid. Pasch may be in- 
stanced. Although he was never really in the race 
for the St. Leger, he was saturated with fatigue 
products by the time he turned into the straight. 
If he had been gifted with the temperament of 
his ancestors, Isonomy and Isinglass, he would have 
made a very different show in the Derby and the 
St. Leger. 


Thus while most writers profess to see 
a positive relationship between a high 
spirited temperament and performance or 
speed, the evidence even on the level of 
anecdotes and opinion, is not conclusive. 


PHYSIOLOGICAL BASIS. The search 
for a physiological basis of temperament 
has a long history. 


The late Dr. George Crile (Intelligence, 
Power, and Personality, 1941), surgeon 
explorer, and author, formulated a theory 
concerning the physiological basis of tem- 
perament and then related this to per- 
formance in many animal—of special in- 
terest here, to racing ability in the horse. 


He postulated that fundamentally, tem- 
perament is based on a system of con- 
servation and expenditure of energy. Ani- 
mals in cold climates have a different 
energy-maintenance system from those in 
warm climates. Oxidation, energy, and 
thus intelligence, power, and personality 
depend on absolute and relative sizes of 
the brain, heart, thyroid, and the adrenal- 
sympathetic system. In the tropics, in the 
temperate zone and in the Arctic, animals

were dissected and their internal organs 
(brain, heart, thyroid, etc.), weighed and 
measured. In those animals which have 
to maintain constant energy requirements, 
e. g., vulture, dog, draft horse, milk cow. 
etc., the thyroid is larger than the adren- 
als. In those which demand quick bursts 
of energy for speed or defense or attack, 
e. g., eagles. the cat family, mouse, the 
Thoroughbred horse, the adrenals are 
larger or equal to the thyroid. 


Since horses have been bred for dif- 
ferent types of energy (draft horse for 
work, ass, mule, Shetland pony for load- 
carrying, Thoroughbred for speed). Dr. 
Crile studied various members of the 
breed. Previously he had found that 
animals in the North have a higher ratio 
of brain and thyroid weight to body 
weight. He found this true in the horse 
also, with the Shetland pony—bred in 
northern climes—having a higher ratio 
than the Thoroughbred, and the Thor- 
ouchbred a higher ratio than the Arabian. 
(The Thoroughbred was formed largely 
by Eastern horses crossed with native 
English, i. e., northern, mares.) 


In the Thoroughbred there had been 
an increasing development of brain, thy- 
roid, and adrenal, and some day, writes 
Dr. Crile. this development 


. will reach a pinnacle, and this achievement 
will be expressed by an increasing incidence of 
sterility, nervous instability, and energy diseases 
are not yet well defined. Examples of such in- 
stability are seen in Brown Eyes and Roxana. The 
Thoroughbred Brown Eyes was out of Katy of 
the West, by Caughkill, and the sire of Katy of the 
West was Spendthrift, an outstanding race horse. 
Brown Eyes was a horse of high promise; her 
owners believed that if she could be started in a 
race she would be a winner. But because of her 
excitability she could not be properly started. Her 
behavior was clarified when we found the abnor- 
mal size of the adrenal glands, the largest that we 
have seen in any horse. These adrenal glands 
weighed 60.78 grams; the ratio to body weight 
was 1:9030 as contrasted with the adrenal-to-body- 
weight ratio in Equipoise of 1:11187. Brown 
Eyes is an example of a mutation so great as to 
disqualify her as a race horse . . . . Another ex- 
ample of mutation yielding a bizarre behavior char- 
acteristic is seen in Roxana, a thoroughbred (sic) 
saddle horse. This restive temperamental horse 
could not be trained. As in the case of Brown 
Eyes, investigation showed in Roxana a_ striking 
size of the adrenal gland, the adrenal-body weight 
ratio being 1:8507, as compared with 1:11187 for 
Equipoise. 

In both Brown Eyes and Roxana we have an un- 
balanced energy system. (/bid., 1941, 135-138) 


developed in excess of the brain-adrenal pattern of 
a dependable horse. In Equipoise we see a well- 
balanced energy system. (Ibid., 1941, 135-138) 


The brains of the Thoroughbreds stud- 
ied were larger than those of the Ara- 
bian horse Nureddin. The adrenals were 
larger than the thyroids in the Thorough- 
breds, in contrast to the large thyroids in 
the Arabians. The brain, thyroid, and 
adrenals are all smaller in the draft horse 
than in the Thoroughbred. Thus the 
greater speed and more high-strung tem- 


perament of the Thoroughbred are relat- 
ed and explained on a physiological basis. 


SUMMARY OF PROCEDURE. In any 
work with livestock, figures to measure 
performance are necessary, whether it be 
milk production, meat production, egg 
production, or some other quality. For 
the Thoroughbred horse, the criterion is 
its performance on the track. To obtain 
figures on performance, in order to com- 
pare horses with each other, has been a 
very difficult matter, 


The requisites are figures (1) which 
represent the average of the breed; and 
(2) which can be used to represent the 
departure of an individual from the aver- 
age of the breed. 

The best available measure of perform- 


ance is money earned. That is, while 
money earned does not take account of 
all factors directly, it is the best indirect 
measure that exists. It reflects what a 
horse actually can do in competition with 
others. It reflects the interaction of all 
variables that may determine performance 
in the Thoroughbred. 


In 1948, THe BiLoop-Horse (LII, 470- 
471) began the presentation of a method 
which met the qualifications that the fig- 
ures (1) represent the average of the 
breed; and (2) can be used to represent 
the departure of an individual from the 
average of the breed. The method is 
known at present as the average-earnings 
index. The index can be used from year 
to year, as it shows each horse’s share in 
the purses offered in each year; it shows 
the average of the breed in each year; 
and it can be used from one country to 
another, a necessary qualification in a 
sport as international as racing. 


COMPILATION OF DATA. Fifty high- 
spirited mares and 50 phlegmatic mares 
were selected for study. Broodmares were 
used rather than mares-in-training for 
three main reasons: First, the environ- 
ment for broodmares on farms in central 
Kentucky is approximately constant and 
equal from one farm to another and from 
one year to another. Thus the differences 
that do appear among them may more 
fairly be ascribed to native differences, 
to constitutional differences. 

The second reason is closely allied to 
the first, that mares-in-training have great 
pressures put upon them to learn to race 
well. Under these pressures and with 
many men handling them, even fairly 
calm mares may rebel and “act up.” Thus 
environmental factors may be confused 
with native traits. 

And thirdly, trainers are not in Lexing- 
ton very much of the time and therefore 
information about race mares is not as 
readily available. 

The owners or managers of 18 farms in

central Kentucky were interviewed. 

The Behavior Rating Scale of Tempera- 
ment of Thoroughbred Brood Mares was 
used in determining temperament (Estes, 
Tue Broop-Horse, 1945, 368-369). 

Criteria used in selecting mares were 
(1) that the mare had raced, (2) had off- 
spring which had raced, and (3) was 
either extremely high-spirited or extreme- 
ly phlegmatic. No consideration of per- 
formance other than this was made. 

The sample of mares used in this study 
is not representative of the breed as a 
whole. This must be clearly recognized. 
It is unbiased except for the criteria ex- 
plained in the paragraph above. How- 
ever, the average of the breed is based 
upon all horses running in North Ameri- 
ca. Since Kentucky is the leading area 
in the production of high-class Thorough- 
breds, it is to be expected that a sample 
drawn from leading farms around Lexing- 
ton will be above the continental average. 


RESULTS. The procedure and treat- 
ment of the data through statistical means 
was complicated and involved and will 
not be described in this summary. 


Analysis of the data showed: (1) No 
significant difference between the racing 
performance of the high-spirited group of 
mares and the phlegmatic group. 


(2) No significant difference was found 
between the progeny of the two groups 
of mares; nor between the number of 
starts made by the two groups. 


(3) No difference was found between 
the sires bred to the two groups of mares, 

(4) A positive relationship was found 
between the racing class of the high-spirit- 
ed dams and their progeny; and between 
the racing class of the phlegmatic dams 
and their progeny. 

(5) However, and this was the crucial 
result, no greater relationship was found 
between the high-spirited dams and their 
progeny than between the phlegmatic 
dams and their progeny. 


That there was no greater relationship 
between one group of dams and _ their 
progeny than between the other group of 
dams and their progeny indicated that 
in this study, temperament of dam was 
not a factor in determining the degree of 
relationship between dam’s performance 
and offspring’s performance. 


Thus the accuracy of the observation 
that the offspring of high-spirited dams 
race better than the offspring of more 
phlegmatic mares is not borne out in 
this study. 

It may be, however, that because of 
temperamental difficulties, some high- 
spirited dams, not being amenable to 
training, may not reach their full racing 
capacity. The offspring, which may not 
be handicapped by temperamental diffi- 
culties, may then race better than their 


dams and appear to afford a contrast to 
the more phlegmatic group. 


There are many examples of such 
mares which could not be raced because 
of their high-spirited temperament, but 
produced excellent offspring. One exam- 
ple is the mare Dustwhirl, which was of 
such a high-strung disposition that the 
late Mr. Joseph E. Widener never had her 
trained, hence she never raced. But a- 
mong her progeny were three stakes win- 
ners, including Reaping Reward and 
Whirlaway, the latter once the world’s 
leading money winner, 

One of the mares used in this study, 
Mata Hari, was out of a dam which could 
not be taken off the farm either to race 
or to be bred, because she refused to enter 
the van. She was bred to an undistin- 
guished sire on the place and produced 
the stakes winner Mata Hari, which in 
turn has produced the stakes winner Spy 
Song. 

Thus a high-spirited temperament may 
have simply prevented these mares from 
showing their true racing class rather 
than being a positive factor in producing 
superior offspring.

The gift was ac- 
cepted by Louis L. Haggin 2nd, president 
of Keeneland race course, who said the 
statuette would be placed in the Keene- 
land library. Mrs. Charles S. Howard, 
widow of Seabiscuit’s owner, witnessed the 
presentation. The statuette was made by 
June Harrah, of New York.
